OMAHA, Neb. (AP)-Spokes- 
men for the nation’s sugar beet 
growers told U. S. Department 
og Agriculture bearing Tuesday 
that a variety of factors, with 
rising costs at top, threaten 
their future. 
They said a solution would be 
a guarantee by processors of 
minimum raw beet price relat­ 
ed to the average quoted price 
of raw cane sugar on the New 
York Market. 
This, 
the 
spokesmen 
said, 
would in effect, guarantee im­ 
proved prices to growers. Pro­ 
cessors have made such guaran­ 
tees in only a few cases, they 
added. 
One person testifying for the 
growers Tuesday was northern 
Ohio grower Harold Batesman. 
Processors were to be heard to­ 
day. 
Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville Freeman called for hear­ 
ings, the Omaha session being 
the first, to determine a fair and 
reasonable price for the 1967 
sugar beet crop. 
In Washington Tuesday, the 
Agriculture Department propos­ 
ed setting 1967 3ugar marketing 
quotas-including import shares 
- at 10.2 million tons. This com­ 
pares with 10.37 millions tons 
which have been provided for 
the current year. 
The department said sugar in­ 
ventories have increased some­ 
what this year and that market­ 
ing would not have to be quite 
as large this year to meet do­ 
mestic needs. 
The proposed quotas for the 
domestic beet area would be un 
changed from this year, 3,025,000 
tons.

Gund, 88, was board chairman 
of Cleveland Trust Co. He had 
been suffering from leukemia 
and entered the clinic Nov. 3.

A .leader in Cleveland’s civic 
and cultural life, Gund relished a 
reputation 
for 
frugality 
and

Brazil Wreck 
Kills Fifty

RIO DE JANEIRO (A P )- 
Two trains collided head on be­ 
fore dawn 18 miles northwest of 
Rio de Janeiro today and first 
unofficial reports said 50 per­ 
sons were killed.

AFTRA Talks 
Broken Off 


36,000 Members 
Threaten Strike 


NEW YORK (AP) — Negotia 
tors for the broadcasting net­ 
works and two unions represent­ 
ing 36,000 performers, newsmen 
early today after a 16-hour ses 
sion that extended beyond 
Tuesday midnight deadline for a 
uthreatened strike. The strike 
was not called Immediately. 
Kenneth Groot, executive sec 
retary of the New York local of 
the American Federation of Tel 
evision and Radio Artists — 
AFTRA, said after the talks 
were suspended at 4:15 a.m 
that no further meetings hac 
been scheduled. 
He said a group of AFTRA 
executives were meeting to de­ 
cide whether to strike. 
The unions are seeking high­ 
er fees and minimum salaries 
for their members. 
Industry negotiators declined 
comment. 
Network sources in New York 
indicated that a walkout by the 
AFTRA and the Screen Actors 
Guild would curtail live pro­ 
gramming. They said, however, 
that filmed and taped shows 
would 
allow 
the networks to 
stay on the air indefinitely. 
One network spokesman said, 
“The major casualty would bo 
the soap operas.” 
Network programs such as 
the “Tonight” show and the Ed 
Sullivan show would have to use 
taped rebroadcasts of earlier 
programs. 
A strike also would mean that 
the networks’ 
major evening 
newscasts would go on the air 
without such familiar names as 
Walter Cronkite, Chet Huntley 
and David Brinkley and Peter 
Jennings.

No Malignancy 
Found; LBJ 
Writing Notes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson underwent suc­ 
cessful surgery today — doctors 
said they found no malignancy 
— and in barely a half-hour was 
writing out questions for his doc­ 
tors. 
Pr**» secretary Bill D. Moyers 
said the doctors who performed 
twin operations — to remove a 
growth from Johnson’s throat 
and repair an abdominal hern­ 
ia — were satisfied with the out­ 
come and with Johnson’s condi­ 
tion. 
He quoted them as saying the 
chief executive would be out of 
bed and taking a few steps 
around his third-floor hospital 
room later today. 
Moyers reported Johnson be­ 
gan coming out of the anesthetic 
about 15 minutes after the sur­ 
gery was completed. 
In another 20 minutes, he said, 
Johnson was banded a pad and 
pencil — he is supposed to favor 
his throat for a while — and 
wrote out: 
“Tell me something.’* 
The doctors then gave John­ 
son a brief account of the opera­ 
tion but, apparently, that did not 
fully satisfy him. 
Johnson reached for the pad 
again and wrote, “Tell me all 
that took place.” 
Earlier, in making a bare an- 
netncement that 
the 
surgery 
had been successful and no can­ 
cer was found, Moyers had said 
the procedure took 53 minutes. 
Moyers said the polyp in the 
President’s throat was larger 
than the doctors had expected. 
He said they estimated it at 4 by 
5 millimeters — a milimeter is 
.04 of an inch — whereas in ad­ 
vance 
of 
the 
operation 
the 
doctors had estimated only 3 
millimeters. 
Moyers said the doctors told 
him the polyp was located on 
the edge of the right vocal chord 
and had “dropped lower than 
the doctors had seen prior to 
the operation.” 
Moyers added that what the 
doctors called a “frozen sec­ 
tion” of the polyp tissue was 
done immediately after the re­ 
moval of the growth. This was 
for microscopic examinatino of 
the tissue to determine whether 
it showed any signs of malig­ 
nancy. 
In a “frozen section,” the tis­ 
sue is first frozen by chemical 
or other means and a very thin 
slice of it placed on a glass slide 
for examination under a power­ 
ful 
microscope 
to 
determine 
whether there are any cancer­ 
ous cells in the tissue. 
Moyers said the examination 
showed that the tissue examined 
was “benign”. He added that in 
the words of Dr. James Cain of 
the Mayo Clinic, one of the 
President’s team of surgeons, it 
was “clear-cut benign.”

Take a college which has no fixed 
terms for graduation, permits students 
to study and advance at their own 
pace, and divides the organization mto 
four schools instead of departments — 
and you have Hampshire College. 
Hampshire, the product of a $6 mil­ 
lion pledge from a retired New York 
lawyer, will open its doors at Amherst, 
Mass., in 1969. 
Hampshire College will have an ad­ 
vantage over many already established 
schools, in introducing far-reaching in­ 
novations in higher education, because 
It has no inertia to overcome. In fact, 
the administration appears dedicated 
to establishment of a totally new con­ 
cept in higher education. 
Not only will students have no time 
requirements for 
graduation 
placed 
upon them, no prescribed course cred­ 
its are required tu complete their stu­ 
dies. Comprehensive testing and inde­ 
pendent study will be the keys to 
Hampshire graduation. 
Students who work hard at the busi­ 
ness at hand may receive their degree 


just as rapidly as their abilities and in­ 
dustry will carry them. 
Another departure from many other 
institutions of higher learning at Hamp­ 
shire will be emphasis on young teach­ 
ers without previous experience. Dr. 
Franklin K. Patterson, president of the 
school, has proposed that a high pro­ 
portion of the faculty be recruited from 
the ranks of teachers who nave just 
completed their graduate work. Fresh 
ideas and enthusiasm are given higher 
priorities than experience. 
Other innovations will add to the gen­ 
eral atmosphere of student participa­ 
tion at the coeducational school, with 
the result that the student body at 
Hampshire will have far greater con­ 
trol over the education process, individ­ 
ually and as a group, than is possible 
at the great majority of existing col­ 
leges. 
What remains to be demonstrated is 
that the student body will respond with 
the maturity, leadership and initiative 
the Hampshire administration hopes 
for. It is a challenge to sincere students 
they cannot afford to lose.

; mainland.” But do the Maoists 
really believe that an American 
invasion is imminent? Or is It 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
with his 600,000 armed F r e e 
Chinese on the island of Taiwan, 
that has them worried? 
Since there are no secrets in 
a world that is honeycombed 
with espionage, it must really 
be the latter. What Is not well 
known in the United States is 
the fact that Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Kuomhvang Party, which is at 
least partially co extensive with 
the Free Chinese government on 
Taiwan, maintains a formidable 
Section Six that wages contin- 
yous political warfare against 
ihe mainland Communists.

But the Free Chinese propagan­ 
da that is picked up from the 
balloon messages would hardly 
be troublesome to Mao Tse-tung 
if he could count mi the Chi- 
cam armies to defend the main­ 
land against invaders. What dis­ 
poses the Maoists to their con­ 
tinuous tizzy is the danger that 
the antl-Red propaganda wi l l 
reach deep into the Red army 
field commands. 
The Red jltteriaess about the 
psychological warfare waged by 
the Kuomintang’s Section Six 
is underscored by the fact that 
there have been three purges of 
the Chinese Communist army in 
less than ten years. The first 
purge, which was not disclosed 
to the world when it happened, 
occurred some lime before 1956. 
The second purge, known as 
the “Peng and Huang case," 
came in 195», when Defense 
Minister 
Peng Teh-huai 
and 
General Huang Ke-cheng were 
dismissed along with their sup­ 
porters. The third purge took 
place this year, hitting at Gen­ 
eral Lo Jui-ching, the Chief of 
Staff, and a number of officers 
sympathetic to him.

that Mao’s army is far from 
being a loyal monolith. It wasn’t

L i n 
Piao assumes that any direct 
Chiang Kai-shek invasion force 
would have first to crack the 
Foochow army in the three 
coastal provinces of Fukien. 
Chekiang, and Kiangsi. It is no 
secret, however, that the Tai­ 
wan Chinese have no intention 
of putting ail their eggs in the 
direct invasion 
basket. 
What 
the Kuom intang's Section Six is 
counting on is military defec­ 
tions in South China in case of 
mainland troubles when Mao 
dies 
Invasion, then, would be 
a matter of “deals.” 
It could be the fear of devec- 
tions in the unreliable Canton 
area, and 
not any 
expected 
Yankee invasion, that has the 
Reds busy with indoctrination 
sessions and “paramilitary” ex­ 
ercises in those South Chinese 
cities.

Take a college which has no fixed 
terms for graduation, perm its students 
to study and advance at their own 
pace, and divides the organization into 
four schools instead of departm ents — 
and you have Hampshire College. 
Hampshire, the product of a $6 mil­ 
lion pledge from a retired New York 
lawyer, will open its doors at Amherst, 
Mass., in 1969. 
Hampshire College will have an ad­ 
vantage over many already established 
schools, in introducing far-reaching in­ 
novations in higher education, because 
it has no inertia to overcome. In fact, 
the administration appears dedicated 
to establishment of a totally new con­ 
cept in higher education. 
Not only will students have no time 
requirements for graduation placed 
upon them, no prescribed course cred­ 
its are required to complete their stu­ 
dies. Comprehensive testing and inde­ 
pendent study will be the keys to 
Hampshire graduation. 
Students who work hard at the busi­ 
ness at hand may receive their degree 


just as rapidly as their abilities and in­ 
dustry will carry them. 
Another departure from many other 
institutions of higher learning at Hamp­ 
shire will be emphasis on young teach­ 
ers without previous experience. Dr. 
Franklin K. Patterson, president of the 
school, has proposed that a high pro­ 
portion of the faculty be recruited from 
the ranks of teachers who have just 
completed their graduate work. Fresh 
ideas and enthusiasm are given higher 
priorities than experience. 
Other innovations will add to the gen­ 
eral atmosphere of student participa­ 
tion at the coeducational school, with 
the result that the student body at 
Hampshire will have far greater con­ 
trol over the education process, individ­ 
ually and as a group, than is possible 
at the great m ajority of existing col­ 
leges. 
What remains to be dem onstrated is 
that the student body will respond with 
the maturity, leadership and initiative 
the Hampshire administration hopes 
for. It is a challenge to sincere students 
thev cannot afford to lose.

D o e s 
I this become worse when they 
grow up? 
During the development of 
the e m b r y o in the mother’s 
womb there can occur irregu­ 
larities which lead to deform­ 
ity at birth

the condition known as spina bi­ 
fida which is due to incomplete 
closure of the spinal canal.

If you were afraid to wash 
your electric blanket, and you 
stored it without 
giving it 
a 
laundering, get it out and 
get 
at it right away. All 
experts 
agree on this basic rule: wash­ 
ing is the only safe way to keep 
electric bedding clean. In tact, 
an electric blanket should be 
laundered often, before the dirt 
becomes embedded in the fib j tLw 
ers. 
When 
automatic 
blankets 
first came on the market, the 
idea of laundering them was not 
easy to accept, despite insruc* 
tion tags. But gradually we 
lost our timidity 
about doing 
this. 
If you are about to launder 
your first electric blanket, heed 
a few simple rules. First of all, 
disconnect 
the 
control 
a n d 
shake the blanket to 
remove 
dust. 
Second, 
scrub bindings 
lightly with a sudsy soft brush 
and pre • treat any stains in the 
sam e way. 
Next, soak the entire blanket 
in cool suds for about 10 min­ 
utes. Then put 
it 
into 
clean 
suds — as warm as for a babys 
bath. Wash and rinse it at the 
sam e temperature, using an ad­ 
equate amount of soap or deter­ 
gent and plenty of water. 
Avoid prolonged machine ag­ 
itation or tumbling. Instructions 
usually suggest not more than 
three minutes of machine &c- 
ion. A short spin cycle will re­ 
move most of the water, and 
any remaining moisture can 
be gently pressed out by hand. j Q y C C e 
W l V e S 
Never put an electric blanket! 
through the wringer. 
For washing by hand, use 
the bathtub which is large en­ 
ough to immerse a double blan- 
; set without crowding. Observe 
the sam e rules as to water tem ­ 
perature. 
Instead of rubbing, u s e a 
plumber’s c l e a n plunger to 
squish the suds through t h e 
fabric. This loosens the dirt and 
eliminates lifting and squeezing 
the blanket. M anufacturers ree­ 


fer wintering over new plants 
successfully.

Communists in the northeast­ 
ern corner of the country have 
long been a problem to Thai­ 
land, 
an ally of the United 
States in its Southeast Asian 
operations. 
Instead of committing Ameri­ 
cans to what officials now con­ 
sider a relatively sm all bid nev­ 
ertheless menacing problem in 
Thailand, the United States is 
helping the Thai 
government 
lay the foundations tor a heli­ 
copter corps of its own. 
The United States has provid­ 
ed Thailand with 25 choppers 
and is promising more under 
the m ilitary aid program. But 
Thiland only this year set up a 
helicopter training school and it 
takes weeks for an individual to 
learn even the basics of helicop­ 
ter operations.

Editor Says 
News Must 
Be Redefined 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) — 
N evspapm must take up the 
task of increasing man’s under­ 
standing of man, William B. 
Dickinson, president of The As­ 
sociated Press Managing Edi­ 
tors Association, said today. 
Dickinson, managing editor of 
the Philadelphia Bulletin, called 
on delegates to the editor’s 33rd 
annual convention to redefine 
the meaning of news and to do a 
better job of covering the news 
that is transforming the world. 
“ We report the events—and 
we do It especially well if they 
are dramatic—and we overlook 
the 
causes 
and 
the 
conse­ 
quences of those events,’* Dick­ 
inson said. 
“ We must somehow take a 
broader view, see events and 
people in a larger sense, paint 
our words and pictures cm a 
wider canvas,” he said. 
This plan would include a re­ 
duction in the emphasis now 
placed on 
coverage 
of spot 
news. 
“How much spot news is there 
on a given day that is really 
new and important to our read 
ers? Could it not be compressed 
into a page or even less, leaving 
us far more space to devote to 
background, 
interpretation, 
to 
explanation?” Dickinson asked. 
To handle the newspaper’s 
changing role, Dickinson envi­ 
sions “ a new breed of journalist 
—the highly paid specialist 
“ This new kind of newspa­ 
perman will deal with the ad­ 
vances in science, in medicine, 
in education, the planning prob­ 
lems of urban civilization and 
government, the problems of 
the poor and the rich, the white 
and the non-white, the sick and 
the well. 
“As we move through this 
period of transition, as we begin 
to fit more comfortably into our 
even more responsible and de­ 
manding new role—the role of 
increasing man’s understanding 
man—I predict that we will find 
ourselves less often the targets 
of petty and annoying criticism. 
/ “This transition is not an easy 
one to make—but it must be 
made. These are difficult days 
for newspapers and for newspa­ 
permen. There are those who 
are counting us out. But our for­ 
ward path, I think, is clearly 
marked.”

CLEVELAND (AP)—A short­ 
age of “ civilian” ammunition- 
affecting hunters, police depart­ 
ments, 
sportsmen, 
shooting 
clubs and others — has been 
found in an area and national 
survey. 
Wholesalers, retailers and in­ 
dividual buyers blame the short­ 
age 
on 
manufacturers’ 
con­ 
tracts with the U.S. Govern­ 
ment for military use in Viet 
Nam. 
In turn, the manufacturers 
say the wholesalers, retailers 
and users unduly fear a possi­ 
ble shortage and are “scare- 
buying” and “stockpiling” — 
causing a shortage. 
Northern Ohio’s 184,207 licens­ 
ed hunters must go to several 
stores and shops to get, say, two 
boxes of shells for in - season 
game. 
Tbe Winchester - Western Di­ 
vision of Olin-Mathieson Chemi­ 
cal Corp., East Alton, HI., was 
the only one of the three major

frankly blamed the Viet Nam 
war for the civilian ammuni­ 
tion shortage. 
Federal Cartridge Co., Anoka, 
Minn, and Remington Arms Co., 
Bridgeport, Conn., denied that 
the war is impeding their com­ 
mercial ammunition production. 
“ Retailers 
and 
wholesalers

by simply ordering too much,” 
said 
Robert 
Erickson, 
sales

“ There’re 
buying 
twice as 
much because of their own 
stockpiling along with the fact 


that hunters and others them­ 
selves are making runs on the 
retailers.” 
“ I disargee with Remington 
and Federal,” said A. J. Rosa- 
lina, director of purchases for 
the George Worthington Co., a 
distributor in Cleveland. 
“We’re distributors for a 10- 
state area and we’re short on all 
shotgun shells-all shot sizes-as 
well as being short of some of 
the popular rifle cartridges.”

Newspapers must take up the 
task of increasing man’s under­ 
standing of man. William B. 
Dickinson, president of The As­ 
sociated Press Managing Edi­ 
tors Association, said today. 
Dickinson, managing editor of 
the Philadelphia Bulletin, called 
on delegates to the editor’s 33rd 
annual convention to redefine 
the moaning of news and to do a 
better job of covering the news 
that is transforming the world. 
“We report the events—and 
we do it especially well if they 
are dramatic—and we overlook 
the 
causes 
and 
the 
conse­ 
quences of those events,’* Dick­ 
inson said. 
‘‘We must somehow take a 
broader view, see events and 
people in a larger sense, paint 
our words and pictures on a 
wider canvas,” he said. 
This plan would include a re­ 
duction in the emphasis now 
placed on coverage of spot 
news. 
“How much spot news is there 
on a given day that is really 
new and important to our read 
era’ Could it not be compressed 
into a page or even less, leaving 
us far more space to devote to 
background, interpretation, to 
explanation?** Dickinson asked. 
To bandle the newspaper’s 
changing role, Dickinson envi­ 
sions “a new breed of journalist 
—the highly paid specialist. 
“This new kind of newspa­ 
perman will deal with the ad­ 
vances in science, in medicine, 
in education, the planning prob­ 
lems of urban civilization and 
government, the problems of 
the poor and the rich, the white 
and the non white, the sick and 
the well. 
“As we move through this 
period of transition, as we begin 
to fit more comfortably into our 
even more responsible and de­ 
manding new role—the role of 
increasing man s understanding 
man—I predict that we will find 
ourselves less often the targets 
of petty and annoying criticism. 
, “This transition is not an easy 
one to make—but it must be 
made. These are difficult days 
for newspapers and for newspa­ 
permen There are those who 
are counting us out But our for­ 
ward path, I think, is clearly 
marked.’* 
His talk opened a four-day 
meeting of news 
executives 
from across the nation.
